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Understanding distributed applications is a tedious and difficult task. Visualizations based on 
process-time diagrams are often used to obtain a better understanding of the execution of 
the application. The visualization tool we use is Poet, an event tracer developed at the 
University of Waterloo. However, these diagrams are often very complex and do not provide 
the user with the desired overview of the application. In our experience, such tools display 
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iMobile 1 is an enterprise mobile service platform that allows resource- limited mobile devices 
to communicate with each other and to securely access corporate contents and services. The 
original iMobile architecture consists of devlets that provide protocol interfaces to different 
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
